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PEACE RIVER TRAIL. 

The Omineca news published else- 
where in this issue is of great interest 
to the Territories in general and to 
Edmonton in particular. The Omin- 
eca is a branch of the Findlay, the 
main stream of the Peace, and steam- 
boat navigation on the Peace is now 
reachable by the newly opened wagon 
road from Edmonton, less than 300 
miles in length. The Peace is easily 
navigable with steamers to Hudson’s 
Hope, within 100 miles of Tov’s bar 
where Capt. Black’s company propose 
to establish extensive hydraulic works 
next year. At Hudson’s Hope there 
is a twelve mile portage and then good 
York boat and possibly steamboat 
pavigation the rest of the way to the 
bar mentioned and to within 30 to 50 
miles of the diggings on Germansen, 
Manson and Nation Creeks, where 
there are old workings, where new 
discoveries are being made and where 
the 43rd and Victoria hydraulic com- 
panies are now operating. Victoria 
has hitherto done the trade of the 
Omineca. Speaking of Capt. Black’s 
report the Victoria Colenist says : 

What the Omineca district seems 

to need. just now more than any- 
thing else is a sleigh road from 
Quesnel!le. This would not cost 
very much; probably $10,000 would 
meet the necessary outlay, We 
suggest thatthe government ought 
to look into this matter at once. 
Possibly. the cost would be even 
less. There will be a railway into 
Omineca before very long, but for 
some time to come a sleigh road 
will be the best possible means of 
getting supplies and machinery into 
the district. All that keeps 
that part of the province back 
is the expense of transporta- 
tion. If by a comparatively small 
outlay it is made possible to send 
loaded sleighs through in the winter, 
the transportation problem will be 
greatly simplified. 

The Colonist is evidently alert to 
the necessity from its point of view of 
improved means of communication 
between the coast and the Omineca 
mines, and thinks an outlay of $10,000 
a small matter by which to attain 
that end. It isa good thing for the 
Territorie: that our local goverment 
has forestalled that of British Colum 
bia by taking hold so vigorously of 
the Peace river trail which will be a 
wagon as well as a sleigh road and 
will or should place the existing 
supply trade of the Omineca mining 
district in the hands of Territorial 
merchants, farmers and ranchers ; and 
at the same time by cheapening sup- 
plies and transportation cause a great 


expansion of mining development in, 


that region, thereby causing a still 
farther expansion of the Territorial 
market.

It is trae that the 
qualifications which so peculiarly fit- 
ted Mr. Ogilvie for his duties in the 
Yukon in past years may not be the 
ones which best fit him for discharg- 
ing satisfactorily the higher and 
broader responsibilities of commis- 
sioner—or in fact—despotic governor. 
That will be for time to tell. In the 
meantime, he is the man of all others 
most thoroughly acquainted with the 
country, whose name and reputation 
is most thoroughly identified with it, 
who has on the one hand the fullest 
confidence of the miners and on the 
other of the people of Canada as to 
his square dealing and common sense. 
He was the man of all others entitled, 
if anyone could be, to the position and 
universally acknowledged to be so. 
His appointment comes at a peculiarly 
appropriate time when there is some 
question as to the conduct of some of 
the minor officials as to dabbling in 
mining claims ; his own record on that 
point being so distinguishingly clear 
as to be an assurance to every one 
that such objectionable proceedings 
will not continue under his rula. 
Further, on this head, it may be 
pointed out that when Ogilvie came 
out of the Klondike with only his 
salary, thousands of people said he 
was a fool. It is a good thing to 
show that a man may be honest to 
the highest and most extreme degree

He has risen by merit alone from the 


rank of sergent-major to that of super- 
intencent. Wherever there was try- 


ing and critical work to be done in 


all these years Steele was the man 


depended on to do it, and he never 
failed. The choice of Steele for com- 
mand of the military force is quite as 
fortunate—or even under certain pps- 
sibilities may be more fortunate— 
than that of Ogilvie for the control of 
the civil government. The government 
has certainly strengthened itself in 
the good opinions of both friends and 
opponents by these two important 
appointments. The people like tried 
men. Both have been tried and have 
been found to be true as steel. 


BP AZOR MONOPOLY. 

The following announcement has 
been issued over the western division 
of the C. P. R. by the manager, W. 
Whyte : 

“Commencing with this year’s 
crop the Canadian Pacific Railway 
company will furnish cars to pro- 
ducers of grain to be loaded direct 
from wagons or teams, provided 
there be no unreasonable delay 
, about loading the cars.” 

Having regard to the provisions of 
the railway act there would not seem 
to be any particular necessity for this 
announcement. The rsilway is a 
common carrier and as such under the 
act has to accept proper freight from 
every one who offers it and is able to 
pay the rates. In order to receive 
the freight the company must furnish 
cars. Ifthe shipper wishes to load 
direct on to the car instead of put- 
ting the goods into the usual freight 
shed and requiring the employees of 
the company to load it for him, the 
company might be glad to have 
it so, and it would seem that it 
would not be necessary to issue 
special orders to that effect. But 
things are not always as they seem. 
In some part of Manitoba and the 
Territories the company have refused 
to accept grain as freight unless it 
was loaded through standard elevat- 


ors. This gave the elevator owners a. 


shave for storage and cleaning of all 
the grain shipped out of those parts 
of the country, whether the farmers 
wished to pay it or not. Last year 
the elevator owners, not satisfied 
with this advantage, formed them- 


selves into a combine for the purpose, | 


as they put it, of saving expenses, 
but as the farmers] said, of better 
manipulating prices. At the same 
time the lines were drawn more 
tightly shipment except 
through elevators. The farmers were 
thus bound hand and foot by the rail- 
way company and handed over to the 
elevator men to be fleeced at pleasure. 
(This condition of affairs did not 
prevail on the Calgary & Edmonton 
line, where everyone was allowed the 
privilege of shipping how he pleased.) 
Naturally the farmers objected, and 
made their objections heard through 
their representatives in parliament ; 
and measures were attempted to be 
taken to allow the farmer to protect 
himself from the elevator monopoly 
by shipping his grain as he pleased 
and as the general law allowed him. 
The effort at particular legislation was 
baulked by the joint endeavors of the 
elevator inen and the railway com- 
pany. The western members then 
appealed to the government for pro- 
tection of the farmer under the pro- 
visions of the railway act. 

The announcement of the railway 
company that grain will be aceepted 
from farmers wagons is very good as 
far as it goes. But it does not go 
very far. The number of farmers 
who would find it profitable to avail 
themselves of that privilege is small. 
The main question at issue is not now 
‘aud never was whether grain would 
be accepted from farmers’ wagons, 
but whether it would be accepted 
from cheap flat warehouses, as well as 


against 


from costly standard elevators. Un- 
less shipment from flat warehouses is 
allowed, the bulk of the farmers are 
still at the mercy of the elevator com- 
bine. The Jaw is clear, the matter 
has been brought” strongly to the 
attention of the government, and the 
question is whether the elevator men 
and the railway company on the one 
side or the farmers on the other are 
to receive the support of the govern- 
ment; the one in their aggressions 
upon the farmer or the other in 
support of his acknowledged rights as 
a citizen. 

A FREE PRESS INTERVIEW. 


The Free Press gives the following 
as a paragraph in an interview with 
the minister of interior : 

What is your opinion of the Ga- 
lician immigration ? 

I think these people will make 
good settlers. I visited one of the 
settlements last fall and did not see 
anything to change my opinions. 
They are industrious, frugal and 
will remain on their farms attend- 
ing strictly to their duties. This 
class of immigration has its diffi- 
culties, but no difficulty will pre- 
vent mefrom endeavoring to dis- 
sipate these drawbacks until suc- 
cess shall award our efforts. What 
the west needs is people and I shall 
do my best to bring them here, and 
trust they will all be ofthe best 


class. 

The minister is evidently partial to 
the Galicians, but not partial enough, 
so far, to locate any colonies‘ of them 
in the Brandon district. Although 
there they could possibly get the em- 
ployment and wages amongst the 
farmers which most of them need so 
badly. But, however partial the 
minister may be to this particular 
class of people, surely he is misrepre- 
sented when he is made to indicate 
that their immigration is to be con- 
tinued and that he believes them to be 
of the better class of immigrants. 
There are other classes of people in 
the west who will not be inclined to 
accept this idea as a compliment to 
themselves. Possibly Galician immi- 
gration is a good thing, but it is 
possible to have too much of even a 
good thing.

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INSP. MOODY AGAIN. 

In the news from Omineca publish- 
ed in another column it will be seen 
that Insp. Moody ¢ondemns the trail 
which he followed from Edmonton to 
Fort Graham as impracticable. Pos- 
sibly it was—for him; and possibly 
h> is only carrying out instructions in 
so reporting. But because it was 
impracticable for him it does not 
follow that it was impracticable for 
other people who really wanted to get 
through. Indeed the experience of 
several hundred others who have 
started since he did has proven that 
it is not. 

The point that should be borne in 
mind in regard to this précious ex- 
pedition is that beyond St. John 
Moody did not take the route that 
has been indicated as the overland 
routé’from Edmonton to the Yukon; 
which from the Peace to the Liard 
river, a distance of over 300 miles, 


lies east of the mountains, where the 
snow fall is lighter, the country less 
rugged and the timber smaller than 
west of the mountains. Under in- 
structions he left this route im- 
mediately beyond St. John and 
crossed the mountains by the first 
pass north of Peacé river, reaching 
Fort Graham on Findlay river. Natur- 
ally his progress through the pass was 
slow and difficult and after reaching 
Fort Graham he was held up by deep 
snow for the rest of the winter, and 
now in summe: he has the cheerful 
task it appears of cutting a trail from 
Manson Creek to Fort Graham and 
from Fort Graham to Dease lake a 
distance of over 300 miles through a 
heavily timbered and mountainous 
country. His chances of reaching the 
Yukon by that route this season do 
not appear to be particularly brilliant, 
unless he beats his Jast season’s record 
out of sight. 

The difference between travelling 
east of the mountains and in the 
mountains is shown by the fact that 
while Moody ceased to use horses be- 
yond St. John, shooting his horses 
to furnish food for his dogs, Jack 
Graham and party travelled from the 
Sicannie river to St. John, east of 
the mountains, about 250 miles, along 
the route Moody should have taken, 
in December and Janvary, with horses 
which he had been using all summer 
and brought, all but one, into St. 
John in good condition. 

It might also be mentioned that 
A. E. Lee, of the Stephen-Howey 
party, and others who left Edmonton 
by the water route about three weeks 
before Insp. Moody, and reached the 
mouth of the Nelson on the Liard in 
October, reached Telegraph Creek by 
way of the Liard river and Dease lake 
in March last, travelling considerably 
further in that time than the distance 
Insp. Moody had to make from Fort 
Graham to Dease lake or any point on 
Dease river. Proving conclusively 
either that there was something the 
matter with Moody’s travelling cap- 
ability, or with the route which he 
was expected to follow as compared 
with the Edmonton route by way of 
the Liard valley. 

After being held up at Fort Gra- 
ham Moody travelled out from that 
point to Quesnelle, B. C., by way of 
Omineca and Stuart lake, reaching 
Quesnelle in April; distance con- 
siderably further than from Fort 
Graham to Dease lake. This trip 
proved the choice of route beyond 
Fort Graham to be at fault, when even 
Moody could travel out to Quesnelle 
and back again; a total distance 
which would far more than have 
taken him to Pelly river, had he 
gone in that direction. 

Clearly a mistake was made either 
in the man who was sent or in 
route which was taken—or 
possibly in both. For other men have 
successfully followed other routes to 
Dease lake and no doubt long before 
this date are on Pelly river, by way of 
the Liard—the true Edmonton route.

FROM DAWSON. 


The first steamer to bring passengers 
fron Dawson to Seattle by way of St. 
Michael’s was the New England. The 
passengers numbered 18, and had left Daw- 
son on July 5th. The New England left 
St. Michael’s on June 22nd and reach d 
Seattle on July Sth. Her passengers 
brought about $100,000 in dust The 
Yukon was very high. The Athenian, 
which reached Victoria from Dyea on July 
8th, reported that $5,000,000 in dust was 
being sent out by the bank of Commerce 
and bank of British America, by steamer 
Ora up the river and over the passes. 
Major Steele estimates the output of the 
season at $20,000,000. A rich quartz strike 
has been made near Tagish lake just over 
the passes. The discovery has been bonded 
for $150,000, $20,000 of which was paid 
down. The White Pass railway is com- 
pleted for about five miles.

The Ashcroft Mining Journal, of 
July $th, says that Captain Black, of 
the Victoria hydraulic company opet- 
ating on Manson Creek, Omenica dis- 
trict, has just reached Ashcroft from 
Manson Creek, coming by way of 
Stuart’s Jake and st Speak- 
ing of gold prospects in the Omenica, 
or that “a new creek about 
twelve miles from Germansen creek 
has been found that prospects well 
and it has been all located, A single 
pan from a section of the bedrock 
that was exposed gave returns of over 
$3. The parties located had not suffi- 
cient supplies to do much work as yet, 
but will soon be sinking in several 
places and fiom the prospects already 
obtained there is no doubt thai these 
are diggings of valuable ground. A good 
report has also eame out from the 
Nation river. There is room, Captain 
Back states, for thousands of men in 
that country, if roads are built, to 
work at ground that will pay from $4 
to $5 per day, but the difficulties of 
getting in there now are so great that 
supplies are very high. A wagon 
road from Quesnelle through via the 
old telegraph trail to Glenora would, 
with branches to Findlay, Omenica 
and Nation rivers, open up the coun- 
try so that thousands of men could do 
well in that section. 

“Captain Black has located for 
himself and company Toy’s bar, at 
the mouth of the Findlay, for a 
hydraulicing proposition, expecting 
next year to work the same, taking 
water from Germansen creek. It may 
be found most feasible to work the 
same with a steam shovel. Among 
others interested with Captain Black 
are Sir Charles Tupper and barrister 
Peters, now of Vietoria. 

“Col Wright, manager of the 43rd 
Co., of Ottawa, also operating on 
Manson Creek, expected to be imand 
at work on his company’s grounds by 
the 14th inst. Work is progressing | 
favorably on the Victoria (Captain | 
Black's) company’s mines in Omenica.” 

Capt. Black also brought news) of 
the Moody police party. Inspector 
Moody, with a force of thirteen men, 
is now engaged in cutting a trail 
throngh from Manson Creek to Fort 
Graham, on the Findlay river, and 
from there will continue it on through 
to Dease lake. The mounted police 
will then reach the northern section 
via Ashcroft, Quesnelle, Omenica and 
Fort Graham. The route they travel- 
led to reach Fort Graham from Ed- 
raonton is condemned by them as im- | 
practicable. 

Capt. Black makes the following | 
report regarding the inland British | 
Columbia trail from Ashcroft to | 
Glenora : 

“Nothing had been heard from Sir | 
Arthur Curtis, who was lately lost in | 
the woods near Mud river, and no | 
doubt he has perished. 

“Men along the trail are as a rule | 
getting along very well. Many parties 
have lost’ horses owing to their not 
knowing how to care for them on the 
trail, and they have wandered away. 
The season was a month late and the 
rains unusually heavy this spring. 
Feed is in great abundance all through 
the northern country.”
